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Elba City Council appoints Johnathan 


Lockett to fill vacant District One seat

The Elba City Council 
met Monday evening, April 
13, via a teleconference call 
due to the COVID-19 social 
distancing public heath or- 
ders. All council members 
and Mayor Mickey Mur- 
dock were present for the 
meeting. 

Council members ad- 
dréssed the vacancy of the 
District One council seat, 
which was vacated at the 
last council meeting by Ro- 
landa Jones. Upon her res- 
ignation, Jones noted that 
she would like to see Dis- 
trict One resident Johnathan 
Lockett appointed to fill the 
seat for the remainder of the 
current unexpired term. 

Monday night, council 
member Tom Maddox made 
a motion with a second 
from council member AR 
Williams to appoint Lockett 
to the District One seat for 
the remainder of this term. 
The motion passed unani- 
mously. 

Mayor Murdock wel- 
comed Lockett, who also 
was listening in on the tele- 
conference call, to the coun- 
cil, and said he looked 
forward to Lockett working 
with Lockett as he repre- 


sents his district. 
Assistant city clerk Pat 
Boothe told council 


members that city employ- 
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Johnathan Lockett 


ees are continuing to work 
on split-staffing assign- 
ments due to the COVID-19 
concerns while still provid- 
ing necessary services for 
the city and its citizens. She 
said this seems to be work- 
ing well thus far, and she 
has not been aware of any 
employees catching the 
virus. 

Murdock added that all 
city employees have their 
temperatures checked prior 
to starting work each day, 
and if anyone shows to have 
a fever, that person is sent 
home until he/she goes two 
days fever-free. 

“We have been blessed so 


far that no employees have __ 


been sick [with COVID- 
19],” Boothe said.

Coffee County BOE conducts virtual board meeting

The Coffee County Board 
of Education members gath- 
ered virtually Thursday 
evening, April 9, for the 
board’s regular monthly 
meeting. 

The virtual board meeting 
was broadcast via Zoom 
Meeting on the internet. 
While there were a handful 
of people at the board of 
education meeting, the rest 
of those attending joined via 
computer. 

Superintendent Kevin 
Killingsworth provided the 
board with an update on 
how things would progress 
for the school system over 
the final month-plus of the 
2019-2020 school year. He 
said learning packets could 
be picked up this week for 
students at assigned times 
while others would be 
emailed to those choosing 
that option to receive their 
schoolwork. 

Once the assignments are 
completed by the students, 
Killingsworth said the 
schoolwork would be sent 
back to the teacher electron- 
ically, and no packets would 
be returned back physically 
to the school. 

“I want to thank all of 


our staff for getting things 
together for the students and 
for their willingness to think 
on the move,” Killing- 
sworth said. 

He said seniors in “good 
standing’ 
with their 
completed 
course work 
are now con- 
sidered grad- 
uates. As for 
those not in 
good stand- 
ing, the 
super said 
tibwerdcr 
teachers 
would be 
making con- 
tact on what 
needs to be 
done to get 
that student 
to the point 
of  gradu- 
ation. 

“There will be a gradu- 
ation [ceremony] even if it 
has to be a virtual cere- 
mony,” Killingsworth said.

Elba City Schools delivered nearly 2, 000 pees to children on Monday

The Elba City. Schools 
Child Nutrition Program 
(CNP) entered its second 
week of delivering meals to 
children ages 1 -18 on Mon- 
days with deliveries April 
13th, and the response in 
this week unbelievable. 

Meals are distributed on 
Mondays of each week with 
each child getting five 
breakfast and five lunch 
meals for that. Last week, 
the school system handed 
out 1,180 meals to 118 chil- 
dren. 

On Monday of this week, 
196 children received meals 
from Elba City Schools! 

“Elba City Schools deliv- 
ered 1,960 meals [Mon- 
day],” Elba CNP 
coordinator Christina Mor-

Schools is providing hearty breakfast and lunch meals 
for children ages 1 - 18 each Monday morning. All the 
recipients have to do is show up at the designated pick up 
sites and claim a meal packet for the week! 


gan said. “That’s a lot of 
food and getting to see ‘our 
kids’ while delivering 


makes it even more spe- 
cial.” 
Per USDA guidelines, 


children must be present in 
order for meals to be pro- 
vided. This is for pick-up of 
meals only, and no meals 
can be consumed on site. 

“We are extremely 
pleased with the response 
we are getting with our 
meal delivery program,” 
Elba City Schools superin- 
tendent Chris Moseley said. 
“As long as students (chil- 
dren) are participating and 
are at the delivery sites to 
receive the meals, we will 
continue doing this each 
Monday through the end of 
this school year.” 

The meals mostly are 
being delivered by school 
buses to designated sites: 
however, Moseley said the 
response had been so great

addressing preparation and response to COVID-19 


The information below 
was provided by the Coffee 
County EMA board of di- 
rectors in reference to what 
Coffee County is doing in 
its continuing efforts to pre- 
pare and respond to the 
COVID-19 (SARS-COV-2) 
outbreak. 

What do we think is 
going to happen?: We are 
planning for various case- 
loads and infection rates 
and are hoping for our in- 
fection rate in Alabama to 
peak somewhere around the 
third week in April. We 
have used various modeling 
techniques and have been in 
constant contact with Ala- 
bama Department of Public 
Health (ADPH) and other 
government agencies to en- 
sure we have the latest in- 
formation. Unfortunately, 
no models are 100% correct 
and the projected numbers 
of infections have fluctuated 
wildly. We prefer accuracy 
over speed when planning 
for a response and so as we 


test more people we will 
have more adequate models 
and can adjust our response 
up or down depending on 
the numbers. 

Ali e_ Sites 
(ACS): The state is cur- 
rently working plans for var- 
ious ACS throughout 
Alabama. Locally we have 
coordinated with the Medical 
Center Enterprise (MCE) and 
have made plans for various 
ACS in and around Enter- 
prise. These sites are planned 
to take advantage of all avail- 
able space and personnel to 
allow for tiered support of ad- 
ditional hospital capacity. We 
have also expanded our ca- 
pacity in the hospital under 
our current surge plan. This 
is just a contingency plan to 
ensure we are ready should 
these assets be called upon. 
Again, we currently have no 
issues. 

Medical Personnel: The 
Alabama Governor’s Office 
of Volunteer Services now 
has a page seeking medi- 


cally trained personnel vol- 
unteers. We are directing all 
medically trained personnel 
who wish to volunteer to the

Testing Sites: In

We tested over 40 people 
with symptoms of 
COVID-19 who either 
self-identified or were sent 
by their physicians.

Alabama’s governor and state health officer provide 
update on Alabama’s current fight against COVID-19 
Governor said a decision would be made functions 

prior to April 30th Stay at Home order 


With Alabama’s ‘Stay at 
Home’ Public Health Order 
still in place, Governor Kay 
Ivey and State Public 
Health Officer Dr. Scott 
Harris held a press confer- 
ence Tuesday morning, 
April 14, to give an update 
on where things stood for 
the state at that moment. 

“All indicators show the 
‘Stay at Home’ Order is 
” Governor Ivey 


She spoke on getting Al- 
abama open again when the 
time is right amid the ongo- 
ing COVID-19 health crisis. 

The governor said be- 
cause this likely would not 
be a ‘One Size Fits All’ 
matter, that she would be 
turning the state’s congres- 
sional delegates to look at 
what is best for their part of

ians during the press confer- 
ence Dr. Harris said the 
predictions regarding 
COVID-19 in Alabama look 
a lot better now than first 
anticipated. He attributed 
that mostly to the citizens of 
the state staying home and 
social distancing as officials 
had asked them to do. 

“Overall, I have been 
very pleased with how our 
state is responding [to the 
Stay at Home Order],” Har- 
tis said. “We know we will 
continue to see new cases, 
but at the moment our 
numbers look as good as we 
could expect. The thing that 
has affected that mostly is 
the people who have taken 
this seriously and stayed at 
home.” 

As of Tuesday’s 11 a.m. 
press conference, there had 
been 3,805 confirmed cases 
of the COVID-19 virus in 
Alabama with 105 deaths 
[73 of those confirmed to be 
a result of the virus]. As of 
3:30 p.m. Tuesday after- 
noon, the confirmed cases 
had increased to 3,876 with 
110 deaths [73 confirmed]. 

In Coffee County, the 
number of confirmed cases 
was at 36 as of 3:30 p.m. 
Tuesday afternoon from 240 
total tests. 

Under the “Stay at 
Home” order effective 
through 5 p:m. April 30, Es- 
sential businesses and oper- 
ations, listed below, must 
take all reasonable steps to 
avoid gatherings of 10 per- 
sons or more and maintain a 
consistent six-foot distance 
between persons.:

* Health-care providers 
and caregivers 
¢ Essential infrastructure 
* Manufacturing facilities

* Professional services -

To attend religious serv- 
ices 

* To take care of others 

* To work at essential 
businesses and operations 

* To engage in outdoor 


activity 

* To seek shelter 

* To travel as required by 
law 

* To see family members 

Any person who has 
tested positive for COVID- 
19 shall be quarantined to 
their place of residence for 
a period of 14 days after re- 
ceiving positive test results. 
Quarantined persons may 
not leave their place of res- 
idence for any reason other 
than to seek necessary med- 
ical treatment. 

Permissible reasons for 
people to leave their res- 
idences and places where 
they may go are described 
in more detail in the health 
order which may be viewed 
at alabamapublichealth. gov.
